On Monday, October 30, 2000, Julia Smith, Daphne

The interactive webcast was entitled “Searching the Hidden 
Internet — When Search Engines Aren’t Enough.” This web- 
based interaction adds a new dimension to information deliv- 
ery. Without leaving our desk, we took part in this live event 
by plugging in a telephone capable of conference calls and a 
computer with Internet access. 

The one-hour conference discussed ways to find infor- 
mation not accessible to most search engines such as Yahoo 
or AltaVista. There are many “hidden” searchable databases 


that contain information relevant to academic professionals 
and students.

This is a much-neglected area of historical research and publication. Local Alabama history textbooks have sparse mention of this area in chron- 
icling the history of the state. Scholarly access to the papers of the area’s captains of industry, military leaders, politicians, and other well-known 
citizens will bring to light and preserve a portion of American and regional history that will otherwise be forgotten or ignored. By collecting and 
compiling the history of this region, it will enlighten our view of United States and of world history as a whole. Through onsite and website vis- 
its, as well as through growing interlibrary loan service, scholars anywhere in the world will be able to obtain access to this information.

2000 TSUD UNITED WAY CAMPAIGN SURPASSES LAST YEAR’S CONTRIBUTIONS
